A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. . Claims 1, 3-30, 38, 39, 41-44, 46-49, 51-62, 64 and 65 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Rekimoto et al (Augment-able Reality). 

See Figs. 1-9 and pages 68-75. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 1/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. . 

With respect to claim 1, applicant argues that Rekimoto does not discloses or suggest a 
software routine that provides process information such as pressures, temperatures, etc., about a 
processor control system. This argument is not persuasive since claim 1 does not recite that the 
software routine that provides process information such as pressures, temperatures. 

With respect to claim 13, 24 and 60, applicant argues that Rekimoto does not disclose or 
suggest a system that processes an input signal to identify a device base on a device feature. This 
argument is not persuasive because Rekimoto clearly discloses using a CCD camera to identify a 
device such as a device tag. 

With respect to claims 38 and 46, applicant argues that Rekimoto does not disclose or 
suggest a software routine that process an input signal to develop a change signal indicating a 
change to be made in a process and then communicates the change signal to a process control 
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system to thereby cause a change to be made to the processor. This argument is not persuasive 
because Rekimoto clearly discloses that the user can communicate the change signal to a process 
control system. For example, the user may want to attach an e-mail message to a person's office 
door (locally or remotely through the net), to get their attention when they return to the office.. 

With respect to claim 55, applicant argues that Rekimoto does not disclose a software 
routine capable of sending an image to an operator workstation, allowing an operator to make 
changes to the image. This argument is not persuasive because Rekimoto discloses making an 
image change by adding a voice note.
